revolution, headed by Gen. Reyes, was fought just across the bor- 
der from this city this afternoon and proved a decisive victory for 
the government forces. 


A company of rebels, which has been active along the border 


for the past several days, was attacked by a detachment of federal 
troops and a warm scrimmage resulted. However, superior num- 
bers and better equipment soon told and the Reyes army was forced 
to fall back all along the line. 


Following the actual outbreak of trouble, the United States is 


•expected to rush several more regiments of troops to the border.
